Stand by Themselves. Since What 
Might Intimidate One Person Would 
Have No Effect on Another.

the Scboeu Manufacturing company, 
and the opposition comprises Mathlas 
liondmycr. president of 
the 
local 


Tradu and Labor council: Christ Junn- 
ten. organizer of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, and about thirty-two 
etber 
persons 
belonging to labor 


unions, who have declared a strike at 
Mrs. Schoen's store and Instituted a 
boycott. 
• 


All Mrs. Schoen's work people, most- 


ly girls engaged as cloak and dress- 
makers, EtrucK, and the regular strike 
netbods were Immediately put Into 
•peration. Mrs. Schoen promptly sued 
the labor leaders and the strikers for 
J10.000 
damages, 
whereupon 
the 


strike operations were renewed more 
zealously than before. 


Gets an Injunction. 


Then Mrs. Schoen applied to the Cir- 


cuit court and secured an Injunction 
against all the persons Interfering 
•with her. 


Then the labor unions appealed to 


the court for a modification of the 
order, which they claimed was op- 
pressive and unfair to them. 


After a bearing of arguments by 


both sides the court decided that the 
injunction was legally correct and fair 
and ruled that It must stand. 


Judge Bcldcn of the Kaclne Circuit 


court In his opinion says: 


"The first portion of the Injunctlonal 


order to which the defendants object 
restrains and enjoins them from 'In any 
manner Interfering with or obstruct- 
ing the plaintiff In the conduct, con- 
trol and management of her business.' 
This means, of course, and It would 
•eetn unnecessary to so state, that de- 
fendants are enjoined from so inter- 
-Icrlng by any unlawful means. What 
night be- lawful means 
and 
what 


night be unlawful means cannot be 
•ow defined. 


Must Not Picket. 


"The next part of the Injunctlonal 


ertler In question Is: 
'That part of 


1he Injunctlonal order which restrains 
inch defendants from collecting In and 
about the approach to plaintiff's-fac- 
tory and premises, for-the purpose of 
picketing or patrolling nr guarding the 
streets, avenues, gates and approaches 
to the factory buildings and premises 
of the plaintiff, for the purpose of In- 
liinldattng-. threatening or coercing 
any of the employes of the plaintiff or 
any person socking employment of 
plaintiff.' 


"In the case at bar It- in not the 


mere maintaining of a patrol that Is 
enjoined, but the maintaining of a pa- 
trol for the purpose of Intimidating, 
t&reatcnlng or coercing. What would 
constitute either could be determined 
ocly when the particular act alleged 
an an offense 
should 
be- ' properly 


brought before the court. 
; 
Question of Intimidation. 


Tfie- remaining portions of the In- 


junctlonal order objected to-liy the de- 
fendants arc: 
'That, part of the In- 


junctlonal order' which restrains said 
defendants from interlerlng with the 
employes of said plaintiff in going to 
and from their dally work at plain- 
tiffs factory.' and 'which 
restrains 


fald defendants from intimidating or 
threatening in any manner the hus- 
bands and families of said employes In 
their homes." 


"It is evident'to anyone that a Jeer- 


Ing crowd, uttering threats and op 
probrlous epithets, throwing missiles, 
indulging in menacing looks or ges 
Hires, or compelling one to walk be- 
tf*«ith two lines of people so acting, 
might constitute no Intimidation what 
ever to one person, and yet to anoth' 
tr It would be the utmost intimidation 
and. violence. 
This only serves to 


Illustrate why it Is Impossible for tho 
*-ourt to point out, as desired by coun 
sel for defendants, what may be law 
lul and what may be unlawful under 
the Injunctlonal order."
